Bake Off judges are ready for slice of the action 


PAWNS, SAYS MP

POLITICIANS representing 
Oswestry and Welshpool have 
urged junior doctors to call off 
future strikes, with one saying 
patients should not be used as 
“pawns”. 

The reaction of Owen Paterson, 
North Shropshire MF| and Glyn 
Davies, Montgomeryshire MFJ came 
after the doctors suspended five days 
of strikes planned for next week. 

Although the British Medical Association 
stepped back from next week’s strike, it has 
said further strikes in October, November and 
December will go ahead. 

Mr Davies said he was very pleased that next 
week’s strike had been called off. 

He said: “It would have caused great distress 
to patients waiting for treatment. I very much 
hope that future planned strikes will also be 
called off. It is just not acceptable to use people 
suffering illness and pain as pawns in a union 
dispute. 

Failure 

“Like many others, I have been disappointed 
to see the failure of talks over many years to 
deliver an agreement between the Government 
and junior doctors. I had hoped that Govern¬ 
ment and the BMA would be able to reach an 
agreement. But in the end, Government cannot 
be forced to dance to the tune of any union. 

“I desperately hope common sense prevails 
and we see no more strikes by junior doctors, 
causing harm to sick patients and to our NHS.” 

Mr Paterson said the junior doctors had to 
think “long and hard” about future strikes. 

He said: “I am very pleased that they called 
it off. A doctor’s first priority is to do no harm, 
they should think long and hard before pursuing 
further strikes as they are clearly losing public 
sympathy.” 

Speaking for the junior doctors, Dr Ellen 
McCourt from the BMA said patient safety re¬ 
mained doctors’ primary concern which was 
why next week’s action was suspended. 

“We have to listen to our colleagues when they 
tell us they need more time to keep patients 
safe. The BMA has repeatedly said it will call 
off further action if the Government puts a halt 
to plans to force junior doctors to work under a 
contract they have rejected because they don’t 
believe it is good for the future of patient care 
or the profession.” 

Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital bosses said 
next week’s strikes would have had minimal 
impact. Mark Brandreth, chief executive, said: 
“We employ small numbers of junior doctors as 
our services are predominantly consultant-led. 
Therefore, there would have been minimal 
impact on services as a result of this action by 
junior doctors.” Before the postponement of the 
strike action, bosses at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital had warned that some outpatient ap¬ 
pointments and routine procedures would be 
postponed.

Refugee group's 
leader welcomes 
new calls for action 

A VOLUNTEER who has been leading 
Oswestry’s refugee welcoming movement 
says she supports calls for swifter action 
to be taken on the crisis. 

Jools Payne from the Oswestry Wel¬ 
comes Refugees group said she is behind 
fresh calls to the Government to acceler¬ 
ate action on the refugee crisis and bring 
over hundreds of children stranded in 
Calais’ sprawling migrant camp. 

The pleas come on the anniversary of 
the death of Alan Kurdi - a three-year- 
old Syrian boy whose image prompted 
a global outcry. Pictures of Alan’s tiny, 
lifeless body on a Turkish beach in Sep¬ 
tember 2015 led to widespread demands 
for more refugees to be settled in the UK. 

Mrs Payne said: “I absolutely support 
these calls for much swifter action in of¬ 
fering sanctuary to these unaccompanied 
children, who are living in abject squalor, 
at risk of sexploitation and harm to their 
health. It was Lord Dubs who forced the 
government into a U-turn on its position 
on child refugees in May, so it’s outra¬ 
geous that it’s creeping into autumn and 
still not one single, unaccompanied child 
refugee has come to the UK yet. It’s mind 
boggling as to what’s causing this delay.” 

A Home Office spokeswoman said it 
was in active discussions to “strengthen 
and speed up mechanisms to identify, as¬ 
sess and transfer unaccompanied refugee 
children to the UK where this is in their 
best interests”.

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County council apologises 
over 'wrong Peter' mistake

A COUNCIL has apologised for a 
mistake which led to the wrong 
councillor being investigated by 
the Ombudsman in an ongoing 
row about school buses. 

Earlier this summer Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council ruled that Llanfyllin High 
School can’t offer cheap transport to 
its out-of-catchment pupils. 

Following the controversy over money 
being spent bussing in pupils, four council¬ 
lors - Aled Davies, Gwynfor Thomas, Dar¬ 
ren Mayor and Peter Lewis, all governors 
at Llanfyllin High School - were suspended 
and were due to be reported to the Om¬ 
budsman. 

All four completely refuted bringing the 
county council into disrepute, saying they 
had been open and transparent at all times. 

However, while three of them were 
sent the correct confidential documents 
regarding the investigation from the Om¬ 
budsman, documents meant for Councillor 
Lewis were sent to Councillor Peter Harris, 
of Newtown, instead. 

Powys Council chief executive Jeremy 
Patterson said: “The council is aware of the 
administrative mistake and has written to 
the councillors to apologise. 

“The council has also contacted the Om¬ 
budsman to inform him of the error and 
asked for the matter to be rectified.” 

Councillor Lewis said: “It is simply 
wrong for highly confidential documents 
to go to the wrong person and for council 
officers in the legal team to name another 
councillor called Peter - who also happens 
to be from the Conservative group. 

“Council leader Councillor Barry Thomas 
should confront his officers and ask them 
‘what’s going on?’.” 

Councillor Harris said he is seeking legal 
advice He said: “I have just had a reply 
from the Ombudsman saying that although 
their investigation will be amended, that it 
will stay on record on paper for a year and 
on computer records for 10 years. 

“It is a nonsense and I’m annoyed be¬ 
cause I’m nothing to do with any of it and 
have done nothing wrong at all. The council 
has a legal department to deal with this and 
although they have apologised to me, I’m 
going to let them know that I’m really not 
happy with any of this and will be consult¬ 
ing my solicitor. The problem is I have no 
way of knowing what will be logged about 
me should anyone look me up.” 


A YOUNG woman from Gobowen who 
fought back to fitness following a car smash 
has now taken to the ring to train as a box¬ 
er in eight weeks. 

Steph Edwards, 25, who works as an in¬ 
vestment administrator for Wrexham-based 
wealth management firm Hadlow Edwards, 
is raising money for Cancer Research UK as 
part of a personal challenge to roll with the 
punches and set herself some new targets 
in her life. 

Steph, who lives with her mum Jackie, 
dad Phil and has two older sisters, Sarah 
and Lisa, said: “I have never, ever been in a 
fight in my life. But I got it in my head that 
I wanted to learn to box because I knew it 


would be a major personal challenge and it 
was what I was looking for at the time.” 

In October last year, Steph was driving to 
work at the Regent Street offices of Hadlow 
Edwards when a tractor pulling a long steel 
cylinder trailer turned into a junction in 
front of her. Steph ploughed into the trailer 
at 50mph and sustained several broken 
bones including her hand, ribs and had to 
have stiches in her knee and treatment for 
a badly strained ankle. Her car was com¬ 
pletely destroyed in the accident. 

She said: “When you have something 
like that happen to you, it makes you want 
to get out there and make the most of all 
that life has to offer. It made me want to 


try some new things and boxing had always 
been at the back of my mind to try. 

“I am quite a determined person and once 
I put my mind to something, I won’t change 
it.” Steph’s fight will take place on Sunday 
and she is training via the UK-based organ¬ 
isation Ultra White Collar Boxing which 
commits its rookie boxers to raise money 
for Cancer Research UK. In return they 
are provided with extensive training in the 
eight weeks leading up to their fight when 
they are partnered up with a competitor of 
a similar weight and standard.

Sentence for 
drug offences 
cut by court 

A CANNABIS farmer caught with 
drugs worth more than £45,000 has 
had his jail term cut on appeal. 

Barry James Parkes, 35, was caught 
in a car with over £20,000 worth of co¬ 
caine and with cannabis plants worth 
£25,000 flourishing at his home. 

Parkes, of Glanaber, Llanfyllin, 
was jailed for six years four months 
at Mold Crown Court in March. He 
previously pleaded guilty to produc¬ 
ing cannabis and was convicted of pos¬ 
sessing cocaine with intent to supply. 

Last week top judges at London’s 
Criminal Appeal Court reduced his 
sentence to five years. 

Mrs Justice Thirlwall and Mrs 
Justice Elisabeth Laing heard that 
Parkes was arrested last year when 
police stopped a car in which he and 
another man were travelling. 

Officers intervened after spotting 
“a large white object” being thrown 
from the window of the vehicle. 

Closer examination revealed the 
“object” to be a package containing 
263 grams of cocaine, estimated to be 
worth £21,000 on the street. A raid on 
Parkes’ home revealed that he was 
growing 30 cannabis plants, which 
would have produced a yield worth 
£25,000. Lawyers for Parkes argued 
his sentence was far too tough and 
ought to be cut. Mrs Justice Thirlwall 
agreed that the sentence imposed was 
“inconsistent” with remarks earlier 
made by the trial judge.

A RELAXED “cafe culture” in 
Oswestry is better than streets 
full of empty and boarded up 
shops, the deputy leader of 
Shropshire Council has said. 

Councillor Steve Charmley has is¬ 
sued a rallying cry for positivity in 
Oswestry following the news that new 
coffee shop Liar Liar has opened in Al¬ 
bion Hill hot on the heels of a number 
of new businesses opening up. 

This year alone the Bailey Head and Al¬ 
bion Hill area of Oswestry town centre has 
seen a new lease of life injected into it. 

Husband and wife team Duncan Borrow- 
man and Grace Goodlad have taken over 
the Bailey Head pub, formerly the Castle 
Tavern, and a new barber shop Nicholas 
Llewelyn Barbers has also opened this year. 

Councillor Charmley, who represents 
Whittington on Shropshire Council, said: 
“We’ve had lots being said in the past cou¬ 
ple of years about boarded up shops and 
that Oswestry is a dying town but actually 
I think that’s wrong. 

“I think it’s time a positive slant was put 
on things because who in their right mind 
will want to visit a town if that’s the atti¬ 
tude among people? 

“We need to start promoting Oswestry 
as a place where people come and enjoy 
themselves. It’s market demand that dic¬ 
tates what thrives and if people in the town 
enjoy a cafe culture then that demand will 
be met.” 

Tom Jones, who has opened Liar Liar, 
said he’s looking forward to being the “new 
kid on the block”. 

He said: “I’m looking forward to being a 
part of something here, and working with 
other businesses to promote each other and 
work together. 

“In the next few months once I’m settled 
in, I’m looking to get other businesses on 
board as part of a disloyalty card scheme to 
encourage people to try the wide variety of 
independent coffee shops in Oswestry, with 
the hope that once they’ve filled up their 
card they can have a free coffee from a shop 
of their choice. 

“I’ll be selling speciality coffees and tea, 
as well as goods from passionate, inde¬ 
pendent suppliers, I think it’s important to 
support one another. I’d also like do coun¬ 
ter-top takeovers where other businesses 
can sell their cakes from my shop.” 


PRIME Minister Theresa May has 
reiterated that “Brexit means Brex- 
it” - and it’s a view that has been 
welcomed by MPs. 

Mrs May made the statement at 
the first meeting Cabinet after the 
summer break. 

She has set her face firmly 
against a second referendum on the 
UK’s membership of the European 
Union, telling Cabinet colleagues at 
her country retreat Chequers that 
there will be no attempt to stay in 
the EU “by the back door”. 

Mrs May said: “We’ll be looking 
at the next steps that we need to 
take, and we’ll also be looking at 


the opportunities that are now open 
to us as we forge a new role for the 
UK in the world. We must continue 
to be very clear that ‘Brexit means 
Brexit’, that we’re going to make a 
success of it. That means there’s no 
second referendum, no attempts to 
sort of stay in the EU by the back 
door - that we’re actually going to 
deliver on this.” 

North Shropshire MP Owen Pat¬ 
erson, who supported the Leave 
campaign ahead of June’s referen¬ 
dum, said he was pleased to hear it. 

He said: “There was a strong 
vote in Shropshire for this (Brexit). 
There would be a total breakdown 


in trust of the whole political estab¬ 
lishment if this didn’t go through.” 

He added that moves to leave 
the EU should not be stalled by the 
Prime Minister seeking a vote of ap¬ 
proval from MPs in the Commons 
before invoking Article 50 of the EU 
treaties, which will officially trigger 
the exit. 

“This was the biggest vote in Brit¬ 
ish history,” he said. “We’ve got to 
just get on with this.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies has also said that the deci¬ 
sion made by the British electorate 
should be respected and that there 
should be no further referendum.

He faces charges of obtaining money 
transfers by deception, fraud by abuse 
of position as a financial adviser and 
fraud by false representation over 
investments in offshore investment 
accounts. 

Jones also faces charges of theft and 
forgery. 

Judge Niclas Parry bailed Jones 
pending trial next month.

He was full of remorse but did not 
accept the very high speeds attributed to 
him, the court was told. 

Evans admitted dangerous driving and 
received a six-month prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for a year. He was ordered to carry 
out 180 hours unpaid work and banned 
from driving for a year - and must take 
an extended driving test before he drives 
again. He must also pay £250 costs. 


Smoke from fire closes roads

BILLOWING smoke from a massive field 
fire led to the temporary closure of roads 
near Oswestry 

Paul Price from Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service said the wind had threatened 
to cause the fire, which broke out near 
Gobowen on Wednesday afternoon last 
week, to spread. 

He said: “We had a call out at 2.10pm 
saying that a field of cut straw and stubble 
was on fire and the blaze was spreading. 

“The fire stretched 100 metres by 100 me¬ 
tres and strong winds were threatening to 
spread it even further. By around 3pm the 


fire was under control and it was a case of 
damping down for around a further hour.” 

Oswestry Police Constable Dave Wagg 
said officers had to take action to keep driv¬ 
ers away from the incident. 

The officer said: “We closed the main 
Gobowen to Whittington B5009 road and 
surrounding roads to the orthopaedic hos¬ 
pital as a precaution for drivers because of 
the smoke. 

“There was a combine harvester in the 
field and after talking to the driver we be¬ 
lieve the fire could have been due to a me¬ 
chanical or electrical fault.” 
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Three men sent to prison 
over kidnapping incident

THREE men have been jailed for a total in excess of 16 years after 
admitting kidnapping a woman and her three children in broad day¬ 
light. 

The woman and her children were forced into a vehicle outside Griffin Court¬ 
yard in Leg Street, Oswestry, Shrewsbury Crown Court was told. 

The vehicle was driven off before later being stopped by officers in Shrewsbury after the 
woman managed to make a phone call to police.

Consultants' 
expenditure 
is defended 

POWYS County Council has spent £1 mil¬ 
lion in consultants’ fees, saying it will help 
deliver savings of £83.2 million by the end 
of the decade. 

The money has been paid by the author¬ 
ity for advice and support to change ser¬ 
vices to help ensure delivery of its savings 
programme. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, the authority’s 
deputy leader and cabinet member for fi¬ 
nance, defended the spending. 

He said: “It is clear that if the cabinet 
was to stand any chance of achieving the 
challenging savings target in response to 
national public spending cuts it would have 
to invest in the expertise needed to support 
the change programme.” 

Councillor Jones said if the council were 
to go it alone during the process it “would 
be a recipe for disaster”. 

He said: “Change of the scale demanded 
needs specialist support, expertise that the 
council does not have on a daily basis. 

“We have invested in external consult¬ 
ants to make sure we had specialist knowl¬ 
edge available to guide us through the 
process, to go it alone without adequate 
support would be a recipe for disaster.” 

The councillor added: “During 2015/16 
we invested £950,000 in consultants to 
deliver service change and this is 0.2 per 
cent of our gross expenditure and that 
spend - which is very closely monitored by 
the cabinet - has already proved a fruitful 
investment.” 


Khan, 28, of Oak Road, West Bromwich, 
admitted to conspiracy to kidnapping when 
they appeared at Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

Mohammed Khan was sentenced to six 
years, Muserat Khan five years and nine 
months, and Ateek Khan five-and-a-half 
years in jail. 

Meanwhile, the charge of conspiracy to 
kidnapping was dropped against Zahoor 
Hussain, 39, of Whitehall Road, Tipton. 

The victims were not hurt during the 
kidnapping, which happened at about 4pm 
on March 4. The court heard the woman 
and her children had been seeking refuge 
in Oswestry. John Oates, prosecuting, said 
the defendants had hired two cars to travel 
to the town to kidnap the victims, who had 
been travelling in a taxi. 

“The victim had been in the taxi when 
it stopped and she got out. The two older 
children got out as well,” he said. 

“The defendants appeared and one of 
the windows to the taxi was smashed with 
a crowbar. She and the rest of the family 
were put in one of the cars which drove 
away.” 

The court also heard that members of the 
public had gathered while the incident was 
unfolding in Oswestry, including some who 
had tried to intervene and prevent the de¬ 
fendants leaving the town in the vehicles. 

Judge Peter Barrie said: “She had tried 
to keep her whereabouts secret and came to 
Oswestry for refuge. She was going about 
her ordinary daily life when the vehicle 
she was travelling in was attacked by you 
three.” 

Stefan Kolodynski, for Mohammed Khan, 
said his client accepted people were put in 
fear of their safety. Thomas Schofield, for 
Ateek Khan, said his client was the “epit¬ 
ome of remorse” for what he did. Jennifer 
Josephs, for Muserat Khan, said the offence 
was out of character for her client and it 
was an incident that had got out of hand. 

All four men were also handed a restrain¬ 
ing order, preventing them from contacting 
the victims. 


IT was a case of “Mooove along please, 
there’s nothing to see here” for police in 
Oswestry. 

Officers in the town were called to help 
control some loose cattle outside a primary 
school last week. 

The town’s police officers certainly had a 
strange start to their day when they were 
sent to the area around Woodside School 
when the cows were found in the middle of 
the road. 

The Safer Neighbourhood Team in 
Oswestry saw the funny side of the situ¬ 
ation, tweeting about the operation to its 
hundreds of followers. 

The team tweeted: “Just helping a local 
farmer near Woodside School #Oswestry 
with a few loose cattle.” 


“They have now moooooved on”, the 
team added. 

Meanwhile officers were also called out to 
a crash near the town. 

A car ended up on a grass verge after the 
crash at an accident black spot. 

West Mercia Police said the crash hap¬ 
pened on the A483 at Llynclys at 5.30pm 
on Tuesday last week. 

Pc Dave Wagg said there were hold-ups 
following the non-injury crash which hap¬ 
pened between a car and a van. 

Later that evening, the road was subject 
to night-time closures - which left drivers 
facing a 37-mile diversion - from 8pm to 
6pm, which continued on Wednesday for 
road surfacing work near the village of Lla- 
nymynech.

This week I was amused by 
a newspaper’s correction col¬ 
umn where a lady who had been 
named as a cleaner in the pre¬ 
vious edition was asking for her 
correct job title to be published 
- she’s a dust relocation techni¬ 
cian it appears. 

That sparked me to do a little 
research in the vacancy sections 
of one or two publications and I 
was tickled pink by some of the 
amazing job titles I found on of¬ 
fer. 

A dinner lady is now an educa¬ 
tional centre nutritionist; a swim¬ 
ming pool attendant is a wet 
leisure attendant; a secretary 
has become an administrative 
assistant; a beauty care shop 
assistant is a brand ambassa¬ 
dor; a binman is an environmen¬ 
tal maintenance officer; a butty 
maker has become a sandwich 
technician and an accountant is 
now a financial analyst.

Staff strive to give their 
best in face of changes 


AMY DOWNWARD finds 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
staff are determined to 
give the best service 

THE proposed shake-up in ac¬ 
cident and emergency hospi¬ 
tal services in Shropshire has 
caused concern for many peo¬ 
ple in the Oswestry and Welsh¬ 
pool area. 

Currently accident and emergen¬ 
cy services are provided at both the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and the 
Princess Royal Hospital in Telford. 

But under controversial plans health 
bosses are suggesting the county should 
have only one accident and emergency 
service, supported by a network of urgent 
care centres to help treat people with 
non-life threatening injuries. 

While many medical professionals 
back that plan, health campaigners have 
raised concerns that having only one 
dedicated emergency centre would mean 
a poorer service to those living further 
away from wherever the chosen site is 
located. 

Whatever happens in the future, 
health bosses say the dedicated hospital 
staff will carry on providing the best ser¬ 
vice they can. 

Dealing with everything from chest 
pains to broken bones, sprains to illness 
is all in a day’s work for the staff at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

Senior staff nurse at Hezron Ottey, 
said: “I have been an A&E nurse for 
about four years and I love it. 

“I like the part of not knowing what 
is coming next and how to respond to it. 

“We are under a lot of pressure and it 
is not easy but we have an amazing team 
with strong leadership who are passion¬ 
ate about what they do.”

That passion is clear as most staff 
work 12-hour shifts using every bit of 
energy they have. 

One of the patients to be seen in the 
minor injuries unit was 24-year-old Ste¬ 
phen Booth. 

Mr Booth is a self-employed plasterer 
and took half his nail off and some of 
the tissue from the top of two fingers 
while cutting insulation boards. 

He said: “I came in about 9.30am and 
was seen quickly. 

“The pain doesn’t hit you straight 
away but I could feel a strong pulse in 
my finger and saw a lot of blood.” 

Also seen in the minor injuries 
unit was three-year-old Jayden from 
Shrewsbury. 

His mum Kerry Baker said: “He got 
bitten by a dog when he was trying to 
make the dog move out of the way of 
the television. 


“It was a bit of a shock and there was 
a lot of blood and tears. 

“We brought him up here really 
quickly and didn’t have to wait long.” 

Duncan James, emergency nurse 
practitioner, assessed Jayden’s cut on 
his top lip and decided it did not need 
stitches. 

A patient who was taken to majors 
was Susan Smith, from Church Stret- 
ton, who came into the department via 
ambulance. 

Susan fell in her garden and broke 
two bones in her ankle. 

A number of specialist staff worked 
hard to make sure Susan was made 
more comfortable and transferred to a 
ward as soon as possible. After check- 
ing-in, she was taken for X-ray and op¬ 
erated on as soon as possible. 

A doctor manipulated her ankle so 
the bones were in the right place for 


healing and her ankle was put into a 
plaster cast. Susan said: “It has all been 
a bit of a whirlwind. 

“I was out in the garden and heard a 
snap. 

“I knew it was bad when I looked at it. 

“All the staff have been brilliant and 
so caring. 

“It is a good job there is an A&E here 
as I was in so much pain it would have 
been unbearable going to Telford.” 

Staff see more than 100,000 patients 
each year between the two accident and 
emergency sites, with demand being 
constantly year-round. 

Health bosses in Shropshire are cur¬ 
rently working on plans that would 
mean emergency care for people with 
life-threatening conditions will be cen¬ 
tralised at one A&E site, either Shrews¬ 
bury or The Princess Royal in Telford. 

Dodiy Herman, consultant at Royal 
Shrewsbury A&E, said centralising ser¬ 
vices would help with recruitment prob¬ 
lems. 

He said: “We are under difficult pres¬ 
sure and working at full capacity nearly 
every day. 

“I think if we were given a modernised 
department it would make the way we 
work more efficient and if it is designed 
better then it will attract more people to 
work for us. 

“I think working in a smaller hospital 
makes you a better consultant as you get 
to work on everything. 

“We are also very lucky as my col¬ 
leagues are brilliant and very dedicated. 

“As consultants we work a lot of over¬ 
time and are frequently on-call. 

“For example we would be on call for 
48 hours over a weekend and we will be 
in the department during the day and 
will be on call for any trauma. 

“We also return back to support the 
department late at night and in the early 
hours in the morning if the department 
is especially busy. 

“Our priority is to ensure our patients 
are safe and that the Emergency Depart¬ 
ment is running safely.”

FOR YOU 



Once a farmer, always a farm¬ 
er. Even when the course of life 
takes a farmer in a very different 
direction. 

In my case it was into the 
world of politics. 

I still think the pressures and 
total domination of the ‘lambing 
season’ are great preparation for 
the strange hours MPs work. 

And trying to harvest hay 
(which I did as a young man be¬ 
fore silage took over) in Welsh 
weather was great preparation 
for the frustrations when the un¬ 
expected happens. 

Anyway, the decision of the 
people of the UK to leave the EU 
has injected more uncertainty 
into farming than I ever remem¬ 
ber. 

When David Cameron an¬ 
nounced in January 2013 that 
there would be a referendum on 
EU membership, I had assumed 
most farmers would vote ‘Re¬ 
main’. Certainly almost all the 
‘leaders’ of the farming unions 
backed ‘Remain’. 

But I was surprised that most 
farmers who were not involved 
in farming politics were backing 
‘Leave’. 

However, the decision to leave 
means uncertainty about the fu¬ 
ture. 

Initial impact of the Leave vote 
has been hugely positive for live¬ 
stock farmers, following a deval¬ 
uation of Sterling. 

Lamb and beef prices have 
enjoyed an uplift in prices. 

But the biggest concern is 
continued access to the EU mar¬ 
ket when the UK is no longer a 
member. Personally, I’ve never 
thought this justified. They want 
our product and we want to sell 
it. 

That won’t change. And any 
tariff imposition would be far 
more damaging to the EU than 
to the UK. 

Another concern is unfair com¬ 
petition, as EU countries benefit 
from CAP payments, while UK 
farmers will not - after 2020. 

I’ve never accepted this fear 
either. In today’s increasingly 
uncertain world, food security is 
growing in importance. If the EU 
continues to give financial sup¬ 
port, any UK Government will be 
obliged to do likewise. 

What will happen is that 
the form of support may well 
change. It will respond to the 
circumstances of Britain, and 
respond to what the people of 
Britain want. 

Almost certainly, future sup¬ 
port will be geared more to envi¬ 
ronmental benefit. 

What will matter to farmers is 
that any system of environmental 
support is less bureaucratic and 
more accessible than has been 
the experience in the past. My 
heart lies in farming and despite 
the uncertainty, I am very opti¬ 
mistic about the opportunities 
than will open up when the UK is 
outside of the EU.

She was due to finish the challenge 
this week when, as well as setting a 
record, she also hopes to raise thou¬ 
sands of pounds for the 53 Founda¬ 


tion to help people with disabilities 
keep active. Amy, 28, had to run at 
least 75 miles a day to break the 
current Treadmill Challenge World 
Record of 517.33 miles. 

The athlete already holds the re¬ 
cord of the most marathons in con¬ 
secutive days having completed 53 
marathons around Britain over the 
summer of 2014. Amy grew up in 
West Felton and some of her friends 
from the Oswestry area have visited 
her in the Trafford Centre to sup¬

Bus company 
bosses are set 
to appear at 
traffic inquiry 

BOSSES of a collapsed coach compa¬ 
ny have been summoned to appear 
before a public inquiry. 

Gareth Lloyd-Davies, Berwyn 
Davies and Darrell Barron, all trans¬ 
port managers at the former GHA 
Coaches firm which went out of busi¬ 
ness earlier this summer, have been 
asked to attend the probe being held 
by Nick Jones, traffic commissioner 
for Wales. 

It will investigate how the com¬ 
pany was run and whether any action 
needs to be taken. 

The inquiry will be held at Welsh¬ 
pool Town Hall on September 20. 

A statement issued by the Office of 
the Traffic Commissioner said: “On 
September 20, the traffic commis¬ 
sioner for Wales, Nick Jones, will hold 
a public inquiry into the public service 
vehicle operator licences held by GHA 
Coaches Ltd. 

“The company holds two licences 
authorising the use of 146 vehicles 
in Wales (with bases in Ruthin, Cor- 
wen, Ruabon and Wrexham) and 80 
vehicles in the North West of England 
(with bases in Chester, Middlewich, 
Winsford and Macclesfield). The firm 
has ceased operating vehicles. 

“The inquiry has been called to 
consider bus monitoring exercises car¬ 
ried out by Bus Users Cymru and the 
Driver and Vehicle Standards Agency 
(DVSA). 

“The traffic commissioner will also 
consider a DVSA report on the compa¬ 
ny’s vehicle maintenance standards.” 

GHA Coaches stopped trading on 
the night of July 13, leaving pas¬ 
sengers and school children without 
transport. 

More than 300 people working for 
the company were told the firm was 
closing by text message. 

Forty-eight people who had worked 
for GHA Coaches have now ap¬ 
proached solicitors with a view to pur¬ 
suing action against the firm.

Private school 
pupils buck 
GCSE trend 

PUPILS in private schools bucked the 
trend as they improved the pass rate 
for GCSEs on last year’s results. 

Nationally, the GCSE pass rate for 
private school pupils rose, despite 
national figures showing the biggest 
drop since the qualification was in¬ 
troduced. In Shropshire, pupils at the 
county’s private schools were cele¬ 
brating some top results. 

Concord College celebrated 81.65 
per cent reaching A-A*s and 70.11 per 
cent at Moreton Hall near Oswestry. 

More than 90 per cent of pupils 
achieved A*-C at Shrewsbury High 
School, 78.29 per cent at Oswestry 
School and 77.68 per cent at Bedstone 
College. Nationally, a total of 94.7 per 
cent of entrants were awarded grades 
of at least a C, new figures show - a 
climb of 0.2 percentage points on 
2015. 

But by contrast the national aver¬ 
age fell by 2.1 points to 66.9 per cent. 

More than a third - 34.5 per cent 
- of GCSE entries from fee-paying 
school pupils were awarded the top 
grade of A*, almost five times higher 
than the equivalent UK-wide level of 
6.5 per cent. Some 61.9 per cent of en¬ 
trants achieved grades A to A* - more 
than three times the national average.

Councils enjoying 
recycling success 

HUNDREDS of tonnes of “contami¬ 
nated” rubbish are rejected from recy¬ 
cling units in Shropshire and Telford 
each year, figures reveal. 

However, the region’s statistics 
show both Shropshire Council and 
Telford & Wrekin Council have much 
better rates than some others of the 
country. In Shropshire, the council’s 
contamination rate is at three per cent 
- meaning about 225 tonnes of glass, 
metal containers and plastic contain¬ 
ers were rejected from the county’s 
Veolia Materials Recovery Facility in 
2015/16. 

The “contaminated rubbish” is 
made up of goods that cannot be put 
in the recycling, such as certain types 
of plastic, food waste, textiles or waste 
that should be recycled like paper but 
is too dirty or damaged. 


Sportsman Mikey aims 
for Paralympic success

SHROPSHIRE army veteran 
Mikey Hall is training every hour 
he can as he prepares to repre¬ 
sent his country at the Paralym¬ 
pic Games which started this 
week. 

Mikey, 40, from St Martins, near 
Oswestry, was a member of 1st the 
Queen’s Dragoon Guards with The 
Welsh Cavalry when, in 2000, he was 
left paralysed from the chest down 
after an accident on an Army assault 
course, breaking his neck and back in 
numerous places. 

After joining Help for Heroes Sports Re¬ 
covery programme while being supported 
at the Charity’s Recovery Centre in North 
Yorkshire, the keen archer was talent-spot¬ 
ted as a potential competitor on the world 
stage. In June 2015, he was awarded an 
Athlete Performance Award by UK Sport 
as a Podium Potential athlete and joined 
the Archery GB World Class Programme. 

Sport has played a vital role in Mikey’s 
recovery, particularly archery for which he 
was already a qualified coach. 

He now uses a compound bow, a shorter 
bow, ideal for target shooting and easier to 
use when in a wheelchair. 

The support provided to Mikey forms 
part of the Help for Heroes partnership 
with the British Paralympic Association 
and Archery GB to introduce military per¬ 
sonnel to Paralympic Sport. 

He said: “I train for five or six hours, six 
days a week and then, on four of those days 
I also do 45 minutes in the gym at night 
too.” 

Among his achievements in archery are 
individual bronze and team gold medals at 
the Invictus Games in 2014. 

Mikey is now ranked fourth in the world 

in his sport. Mikey Hall is from St Martins near Oswestry and hopes to enjoy success at the Paralympic Games 



villagers call 
for details of 
road closures 

RESIDENTS have said they need¬ 
ed more information to prepare for 
night-time closures of two sections of 
the A483. 

Dilys Gaskill, chairman of Llany- 
mynech and Pant Parish Council, said 
she felt left in the dark concerning the 
plans. 

The closures on the stretch of the 
road between Oswestry and Welsh¬ 
pool took place over two nights last 
week, leaving drivers facing a 37-mile 
diversion.

“I don’t know why they can’t just 
build a bypass. Safety is the main 
thing and the diversions cause driv¬ 
ers to go along unknown territory and 
narrow lanes which is when accidents 
can happen. 

“We knew they couldn’t just cut off 
our communities - we need to be able 
to get to our homes - but a lot of res¬ 
idents had to ring Highways England 
in order to find out the details.”

Proud history of border 
market town remains

OSWESTRY has grown over 
the years but has a proud his¬ 
tory as a market town and its 
markets continue to be a vital 
part of community life. 

The markets provide a diverse, 
and often unusual, range of inter¬ 
esting stalls, selling and providing 
a vast range of services. 

Markets have been a major part 
of the trading and historical impor¬ 
tance of Oswestry and have existed 
for many centuries. The first known 
charter was granted during the reign 
of Henry II when the Town was known 
as Whiteminster. 

In 1262 a charter was granted by 
John FitzAlan, Lord of the Manor To 
our Burgesses of our village of Oswald- 
estree 

The Powis Hall Indoor Market Hall 
was originally maintained by the Lord 
of the Manor, and was the Town Hall 
or Guildhall until premises adjacent 
were built in 1782. 

From this date until 1960 the build¬ 
ing was used as a corn exchange, 
then as a butter and cheese market, 
and during the Second World War for 
emergency storage and for auxiliary 
fire service purposes. The hall was 
reconstructed in 1963 and is open 
every Wednesday, Friday and Satur¬ 
day throughout the year. The indoor 
market enjoyed a revamp in 2012 after 
winning an online voting competition 
in The Times newspaper, in associa¬ 
tion with design company, My Deco. 

Various regular events are held in the 
market, including card making and 
craft sessions. As aerial photographs 
will show, Oswestry has developed 
over the years but still holds onto its 
proud border market town status. Oswestry has grown over the years but retains its proud trading history

Old signal box is all set 
to get new lease of life

AN old signal box is to have a 
new lease of life when a heritage 
railway finishes its new terminus. 

When the signal box at Weston Rhyn 
near Oswestry closed in 1991 volunteers 
from the Llangollen Railway dismantled it 
and transported it across the Welsh border. 

It is currently kept at Carrog on the Lla¬ 
ngollen line waiting for work to be com¬ 
pleted at the platform at Corwen. 

Recently MP for Clwyd South, Susan 
Elan Jones and South Nottingham MP Lil¬ 
ian Greenwood, visited the railway for an 
update on progress with its Corwen exten¬ 
sion project. 

After a steam train trip along the Dee 
Valley line to the temporary platform of 
Dwyrain Corwen East, the visitors were 
escorted to the site of the Corwen terminal 
project where they saw the work underway 
to re-engineer the railway embankment. 

A volunteer team, assisted by contrac¬ 
tors, have so far moved over 6,000 tons of 
spoil to create an expanded surface area of 
4,000 cubic metres on which the new plat¬ 
form, in the centre of Corwen, will sit. 

The MPs were told that the work has 
cost £120,000, funded by the Llangollen 
Railway Trust, plus countless hours of vol¬ 
unteer input by the project team members. 

George Jones from the railway said that 
the project could only be finished when 
more funding could be found. 

“The platform has been designed to ac¬ 
commodate a locomotive and up to eight 
coaches,” he said. 

“The signal box was recovered from 
Weston Rhyn and has been in store at 
Carrog where it awaits restoration,” Mr 
Jones said. The railway’s Corwen Central 
Development Project Leader, Richard Dix- 
on-Gough, said: “There is obviously still a 
lot to do, but with adequate resources to 
complete the task, our trains could be run¬ 
ning into the new Corwen station by 2018.” 



Visibility of 
police set to 
be improved 

WEST Mercia’s crime chief has 
pledged to improve the visibility of 
police to the public in Shropshire - as 
research found more than a third of 
people in England and Wales had not 
seen a bobby on the beat for a year. 

Crime commissioner John Cam¬ 
pion said visibility makes the public 
more confident in policing and creates 
“more reassured communities”. He 
said a lot of work had already been 
carried out to reassure the public but 
admitted there was “much more that 
can be done”. 

A survey of 26,000 people, carried 
out for HM Inspector of Constabu¬ 
lary, found 36 per cent had not seen 
a police officer on patrol over a pe¬ 
riod of 12 months. Another 23 per 
cent said they had seen police on foot 
only once or twice over a year. Mr 
Campion said: “I want the public to 
feel confident in the police, to be safe 
and to feel safe. Community engage¬ 
ment and interaction from the force 
is a key part of my safer West Mercia 
Plan. Police visibility comes in many 
forms including face to face interac¬ 
tion, online, through social media, 
through community events and work 
in schools as well as through patrols.”

Crowds flock 
to steam gala 


THOUSANDS of people flocked to a 
railway’s annual steam gala. 

Train enthusiasts, young and old, 
attended the event at Welshpool and 
Llanfair Light Railway. 

It was mixed weather for the event, which was 
held over three days for the first time to meet 
demand. 

The event kicked off on Friday last week and 
over the weekend a timetable operated freight 
and mixed passenger and goods trains. 

Star attraction at the event was the Cheval- 
lier, an 0-6-2T steam locomotive built by Man¬ 
ning Wardle & Co, Leeds, in 1915. 

Originally built for a Royal Navy railway in 
Kent it was later moved across to the Bowaters 
Paper Mill line in Sittingbourne. 

The locomotive has twice before visited the 
Llanfair Line to take part in the gala, in 1991

During the gala it hauled special freight and 
passenger workings between Llanfair Caerein- 
ion and Cyfronydd. 

At Welshpool Raven Square a new display 
space had been created thanks to the efforts of 
members over the summer adding a concrete

floor to the long carriage shed. Highlight of the 
displays here was the second ‘Little Layouts’ 
model exhibition organised by railway member 
Martin Rich. 

The gala coincided with the separate-entry 
Garden Railway Show held on Saturday and 
Sunday at Llanfair Leisure Centre. 

Charles Spencer, general manager of the rail¬ 
way, said: “It has gone very well. We had horrible 
weather on Saturday but despite that we still 
had lots of people. 

“We had about 1,000 people on each day and 
we had lots of different attractions. 

“For the first time ever we held the event over 
three days to meet demand. 

“It was standing room only last year on a few 
of the trains so we thought we would spread it 
out a bit this year. 

“There have been more old faces than young 
faces but the younger generation is coming 
along nicely. 

“The appeal has really broadened. We now get 
families and touring groups who are just here on 
coach tours who want to find an activity.”

Times they are a-changing 
as autumn looms large 


SEPTEMBER marks the turn of 
the tide and the changing of the 
guard in the wildlife calendar. 

Morning mists hang low in Shrop¬ 
shire’s valleys, their cloak obscuring 
the streams and rivers and villages 
below. 

The summits of the hills poke through 
like islands in the sky and indeed a dawn 
visit to such places is always worthwhile. 

In the fields and across the meadows gos¬ 
samer webs are laden with the ephemeral 
pearls of dew signalling a chilly night but 
as the sun rises and burns off the moisture, 
there are many hints that summer is still 
with us this month. Swallows and martins 
are with us for a couple of weeks yet as are 
many of our fair-weather visitors, yet by 
the end of the month most will have left 
our shores and we will turn our attention 
to autumn in all its glory. 

October will bring great changes. Many 
plants die back to their storage roots below 
ground, overwinter as seeds or remain as a 
shadow of their former self above ground. 

Deciduous trees and shrubs lose their 
leaves to protect them from the winter 
when the ground may be frozen and water 
scarce. Animals fatten up for their winter 
hibernation, insect numbers decline mas¬ 
sively as adults of many species die to leave 
the caterpillars or pupae to survive winter. 

The aforementioned summer breeding 
birds move to their wintering grounds in Af¬ 
rica where they can be sure of food, whereas 
birds from the north descend in their thou¬ 
sands to our countryside and gardens. 

However before we get ahead of our¬ 
selves, let’s enjoy what late summer has to 
offer. For instance, you may have noticed 
a lack of birds around the place in recent 
weeks. This is due to the annual moult.

Although they don’t of course lose all their 
feathers at once, they are in danger of not 
having the ability to fly as well as they can 
with their full compliment. Therefore Au¬ 
gust tends to be a time to keep low and out 
of sight if you’re a bird. But this month they 
will return to our gardens with a vengeance 
and “winter feeding” with nuts and seed is 
often started now. 

Some species like Robins and Wren sing 
occasionally to continue their watch on 
territories and chosen patches of ground 
while others twitter away contentedly 
without breaking into full blown song. The 
thrushes (blackbirds, song thrushes and 
mistle thrushes) have everything their own 
way presently, but the hordes from the con¬ 
tinent will soon be upon them. 

September is a great month for hedge¬ 
hogs. Although I’ve seen signs of these 
prickly predators, I’ve yet to see them in 
my garden this year which has been a little 
disheartening. I shall be absolutely morti¬ 
fied if my trail cameras don’t pick up any 
this month for now is when hedgehogs re¬ 
ally begin feeding with a fervour, fattening 
up for the winter ahead. It’s a good time to 
feed them before their hibernation and wet, 
meaty dog food is a favourite. 

So even though this time of the year is 
a somewhat transitory one, there is plenty 
still to see.

Ambulance calls 27 
fall over bank 
holiday weekend 

THE number of people calling the ambulance service dur¬ 
ing the recent August bank holiday weekend, although am¬ 
bulance chiefs say their staff were again victim of attacks. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service says it received 11,639 
emergency calls over the bank holiday weekend - five per 
cent fewer than last year. 

In Shropshire calls were down 1.4 per cent to 704 calls, 
but Staffordshire showed a significant increase with 2,224 
calls - an eight per cent rise on last year’s bank holiday 
weekend. 

The demand fluctuated throughout the weekend with 
bank holiday Monday seeing a 35.6 increase in Hereford¬ 
shire, while the Black Country saw a 14.3 per cent rise for 
the Friday compared to the previous year. 

Emergency services director, Craig Cooke, said planning 
had ensured the service was able to provide effective cover 
to people across the region. 

He said: “I would like to thank all of our staff who worked 
so hard over the bank holiday weekend. When many of us 
were enjoying time with friends, family and enjoying a few 
days off, our staff were working day and night to ensure 
people had the highest levels of clinical care when they 
needed it most. 

“Given the expectation of high demand, we planned well 
and that ensured we were able to deal with patients in a 
timely manner. I would like to particularly thank the many 
staff who were prepared to work additional shifts to ensure 
we had the cover we needed to provide such a high level of 
service to the people of the West Midlands.” 

However, Mr Cooke said they had been extremely disap¬ 
pointed after a number of crews were targeted by vandals 
and hooligans while trying to treat the injured. 

Mr Cooke added: “The weekend was not without its dis¬ 
appointments. To yet again have to report staff being at¬ 
tacked whilst trying to help people is extremely troubling. 

We will be doing everything possible to ensure the perpe¬ 
trators are charged and hope that the courts will deal with 
these cases in the toughest possible manner. It is appalling 
that members of our staff have been left battered, bruised 
and in fear of harm whilst simply trying to carry out their 
job.” 

Police were called to help an ambulance in Birmingham 
after paramedics were verbally abused by a passer by. 

They also had to call police after a patient and their fam¬ 
ily began to fight in the rear of an ambulance. Ten officers 
were called to the scene before the patient was detained. 

On a third occasion police were forced to restrain a pa¬ 
tient who was refusing treatment.

Buffet of naughtiness

THERE’S plentiful food for 
thought in Conrad Vernon and 
Greg Tiernan’s uproarious and 
potty-mouthed computer-animat¬ 
ed comedy set in a supermarket. 

Here, cute anthropomorphised perish¬ 
ables dream of a ‘great beyond’ past the 
sliding front doors. 

From the opening line, f- and c-bombs 
garnish dialogue as nouns, verbs and 
adverbs with a furious abandon usually re¬ 
served for Quentin Tarantino and Spike Lee. 

It’s an all-you-can-eat buffet of filth and 
unabashed raunchiness including a full¬ 
blown baked goods and vegetables orgy 
in lurid close-up that ensures you will never 
look at a basket of groceries the same way. 

Bulging 

If the script was merely obscenities, we 
would have our fill after the first bulging 
mouthful. Thankfully, beneath the vulgarity 
lurks a tangy satire of consumer greed and 
cultural, racial, sociopolitical and gender 
stereotypes that will have you smacking 
your lips with glee. 

So while a Middle Eastern flatbread 
(David Krumholtz) debates territorial en¬ 
croachments with a Jewish bagel (voiced 
by Edward Norton), a goose-stepping 
Sauerkraut vows to ‘exterminate the juice’ 
and a Sapphic taco encourages a sexually 
repressed bread roll to expand her erotic 
horizons. 

At Shopwell’s supermarket, the food that 
festoons the aisles begins each day with 
a rousing song in the hope that one of the 
customers will spirit them into dazzling 
white light beyond the checkouts. 

Among these optimists is a sausage, 
Frank (Seth Rogen), desperate to slip be-

tween the soft and inviting bun halves of his 
finger roll girlfriend, Brenda (Kristen Wiig). 

When a jar of shell-shocked Honey 
Mustard (Danny McBride) is returned to 
Shopwell’s unopened, Frank, Brenda and 
chums discover the so-called gods are 
monsters, who - gulp! - consume unsus¬ 
pecting foodstuffs. 

Firewater (Bill Hader) and his non-per¬ 
ishable cohorts Mr Grits (Craig Robinson) 


and Twink (Scott Underwood) in the alcohol 
aisle confirm the nightmarish truth. 

While Frank sparks a supermarket rev¬ 
olution, taco Teresa (Salma Hayek) makes 
lusty overtures to Brenda and feminine hy¬ 
giene product Douche (Nick Kroll) embarks 
on a murderous rampage. Sausage Party is 
exceedingly naughty, but nice. 

The ramshackle plot incorporates myriad 
cinematic influences including a shopping 


trolley collision that unfolds like a scene 
of carnage from Saving Private Ryan and 
kitchen preparations that resemble a slash¬ 
er horror. 

Endless profanities do become wea¬ 
risome and a post-modern final flourish 
doesn’t quite work. However, verbal and 
visual gags land at a breathless pace 
including a protracted interlude with a stunt¬ 
ed sausage (Michael Cera).

Mini has come a 
long way since ‘61

Sir Alec Issigonis would 
be turning in his grave if he 
could see what BMW has 
done to his beloved Mini. But 
you get the feeling that the vi¬ 
sionary designer would have 
been impressed. 

I’ve just tested the Mini Clubman 
Cooper S, with an eight speed au¬ 
tomatic gearbox, and it’s a million 
miles away from the first Mini de¬ 
signed by Issigonis when the Brit¬ 
ish Motor Company(BMC) asked 
him to come up with a family of 
new models back in 1955. 

Fuel rationing produced by the Suez 
crisis accelerated the launch of the 
new Morris Mini Minor and the Austin 
Seven and in 1961 it became the Aus¬ 
tin Mini. Fast forward to 1969 and Mini 
was an amazingly successful brand in 
its own right. 

That was the very year that my love 
affair with the brand began with the 
purchase of my first vehicle - a Mini 
Van. 

There followed a string of compa¬ 
ny owned Minis as I went about my 
business as a journalist - none baring 
much resemblance to today’s offering. 

The renaissance of the Mini brand 
may never have happened as it was 
passed from company to company. 
Mini was owned by BMC, British Ley- 
land and the Rover Group. BMW then 


bought and sold Rover but thankfully 
retained the Mini. 

In 2001 BMW revealed the new Mini 
with many fans of the original model 
mocking the new design. But it struck 
a chord and has become a huge com¬ 
mercial success - and they’re not 
laughing now. 

The new Mini Clubman Cooper S 
carries some resemblance to the orig¬ 
inal model, which was also known as 
a Traveller, with its wooden inserts and 
double back doors. But it’s a very small 
resemblance because this pumped-up 
model is a metre longer and packed to 
the roof with all the latest technology 
on the market today. 

The new Clubman continues with 
Mini’s rounded theme. There’s large 
and distinctive frog-eyed headlights, a 
huge circular fuel cap and of course the 
massive central screen which contains 
all the latest technology including Sat 
Nav, Bluetooth and Mini Connected. 

One great new touch is the introduc¬ 
tion of a neon halo around the centre 
console which changes from green to 
orange to show how economically you 
are driving. I loved this feature but it 
may not be t everyone’s liking. Thank¬ 
fully it’s a feature you can disable if the 
flashing lights aren’t to your liking. 

You’ll either love or hate the big split 
back doors but they do open to reveal 
a surprising amount of luggage space, 
just enough in fact for the golf clubs 
though it’s a tight squeeze. 

It’s disappointing that there is no re¬ 
versing camera because you have to 
remember how much space you need 


to leave for loading - the doors are so 
big. 

As you would expect for a Mini 
Cooper performance is stunning with 
the 1.6litre, 190bhp model producing 
62mph in 7.8 seconds and capable 
of 133mph. C02 emissions are only 
137g/km but you will need to keep 
your foot off the pedal to achieve the 
claimed 40mpg. 

Handling is typically Mini - what is it 
that brings still brings out the boy racer 
in me every time I get behind the wheel 
of a Cooper S? 

It’s agility and lightness on the road 
will attract a whole new generation of 
fans. 

So what does it all cost I hear you 
saying - well quite a lot really. When 
you consider I had to save up for the 
£25 cost of my first second hand model 
today’s price tag of £24,195 is a shock 
to the system. 

And you’re likely to be attracted by 
the extras on offer so the cost can eas¬ 
ily spiral by another £8,000 as it did on 
the test car. 

Additions included damper control, 
run flat tyres, 18” alloys, sports leath¬ 
er steering wheel, panoramic sunroof, 
black bonnet stripes, sun protection 
glass, heated front seats, driving 
modes, park assist, rain-sensoring wip¬ 
ers, cruise control and a brilliant heads- 
up display system which pushed the 
price to £32,990. 

Things have come a long way since 
Sir Alec first scribbled a design on the 
back of a fag packet but you get the 
feeling that Mini is here to stay.
